(Agriculturists) m the State now, and 

(b) whether there is any preferential treatment for poor ryots ? 
The Hon Sn P. Thimma Reddi — 

(a) The distribution of Ammonium Sulphate m the State during 
the current year (1954) has been entrusted to eight Tender 
Firms approved by Government and Co-operative Societies sel- 
ected by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies (Andhra). In 
9 of the 1 1 districts both Tender Firms and Co-operative Soci- 
eties operate side by side, within the remaining 2 districts 
(Anantapur and Kuraool) the distribution is entrusted to Co- 
operative Societies only- The Tender Firms sell the manure 
through their agents in the districts, 

(b) No Sir.
